Discoverer of South Pole Says Project 
Will Cost $200,000 and Consume Six 
Years of Effort—Likes Dog Meat. 
Describes Eq uipment For Nex t Ven­ 
ture—Fram Is Virtually Unsinkable. 


Captain Roald Amundsen, the Nor­ 
weg ian ex plorer who discovered the 
« outh pole tn December, 1911. arrived 
in the United States recently and is 
delivering interesting lectures about 
his ex periences. 
He has g iven out an 
entertaining Interview on his future 
plans. 
S h ak ing of his proposed trip to the 
arctic, he said he hoped to leave 8au 
Francisco in Aug ust. 1914, and g et 
back to civilization in 1920. 
He plans 
to drift with the ice north of this con­ 
tinent and bo the first man to g o from, wearing Ids overcoat now 
the Pacific to the Atlantic by the 
northern channel. 
He intends to eq uip his ship, the 
Fram, with wireless apparatus In or­ 
der to keep in communication with 
the rest of the world and to use it in 
bis scientific work. 
It may come in 
handy should the party g et in trouble. 
“The Fram,” said Captain Amund­ 
sen. “will remain in 
Buenos Aires 
about a year. 
It will be put in dry- 
dock shortly. 
If the Panama canal is 
working by the time she comes out she 
will he taken throug h it and up to San 
Francisco. 
If the canal is not work­ 
ing she will be carried around throug h 
the strait of Mag ellan. 
May Reach the North Pole. 
•*We wm g o directly up the coast to 
Alaska, where we will take on board 
some dog s and maybe an Eskimo or 
two. 
We will just drift around and 
inav reach the north pole, althoug h we 
won’t try especially hard to. That has 
been discovered once, and that is plen­ 
ty. 
We will study the currents of the 
ocean and the air, which will be of 
g reat help to weather forecasters. The 
Fram will be eq uipped practically as 
she was for the trip to the south pole 
“On that trip we carried 120 dog s at 
the start, but we ate some and f<nl 
some of the others to the remaining 
dog s. 
We g ot them in Greenland and 
carried them to the south pole. 
We 
took them back to Australia, and now 
thirty of them have g one back iuto 
the antarctic circle ag ain with the 
Australian ex pedition. 
Dog meat is 
fairly g ood. 
It is a little toug h, but 
at that it is better than lots of steaks 
you g et rig ht here In New York. 
“There was one peculiar thing about 
the trip to the south pole. 
After we 
crossed the g reat ice barrier there was 
no sig n of auimal life. 
Just before 
reaching the barrier we saw’ g reat 
schools of whales—thousands of them 
in a sing le school-but the other side 
of the barrier absolutely nothing , not 
even a g ull. 
We built little piles of 
snow every three miles and iu them 
put a piece of paper telling the ex act 
long itude and latitude of the pile. 
There are at this time leading from 
the barrier direct to the pole these 
piles of snow. We cut out about 9.000 
pieces of snow crust to build them 
with. 
Only Six Men at the Pole. 
“There were but five men with me 
from the time we left the station un­ 
til wre reached the pole. 
At the pole 
and on the return trip we g athered 
much 
material, 
such 
as 
minerals, 
corals, and the like. None of the min­ 
erals, so far as I know, bore precious 
metals, and the whole time I was 
within the circle I did not see any 
coal. 
It has been reported there are 
vast coal fields on the hidden conti­ 
ne nt 
If they are there I didn’t see 
them. 
Only once did we run into the

studied in advance of its discussion.

How sugar beet growing in Indiana 
I lias worked out thus far in actual p rac­ 
tice may be seen by a few instances 


j f Indiana farmers who hav e p lanted 
j the new crop and hav e kep t a record 
I of cost and p rofit. II. Haggard of Mon 
| roe p ut twenty acres into sugar beets. 
| He gathered fifteen tons p er acre, a 
[little abov e the av erage crop , and 
j made a p rofit of $8 00, or $40 an acre. 
| John Hy eriy of Bluffton got a crop of 
! nineteen tons to the acre from a fieid 
j of thirteen acres. 
Ills p rofit after de­ 
ducting all ex p enses was $02 an acre. 
This, he said, was the biggest p rofit he 
had ev er made on farming land. 
Fred Isch of Bluffton kep t a careful 
account of his different crop s. 
His 
corn netted him a p rofit of $28 an acre, 
his oats $18 , and twelv e and a half acres 
of sugar beets gav e him $52 an acre 
abov e ex p enses. This, lie said, p rov ed 
to bis satisfaction that “beet growing 
is a money maker for tlie farmer, aside 
from the v ast amount of good his land 
deriv es from beets and the lessons in 
scientific farming they teach him.” 
Fifteen acres in sugar beets gav e a 
y ield of elev en tons to the acre on the 
farm of E. W. Busby of Monroe. 
Mr. 
Bushy declared that be was well p leas­ 
ed with the outcome of bis first season 
with the crop . 
“We had an unusual rainfall here- 
I abouts,” he said, “which injured all 
our crop s, and I feel sure that with 
the usual weather I -could almost dou­ 
ble my tonnage p er acre. As it was, I 
; made a p rofit of about $25 p er acre, 
j and, although I hav e not had any p er- 
: sonnl ex p erience of the good the land 
receiv es from cultiv ating beets, I hav e 
seen other farmers who hav e almost 
doubled their oat crop by rotation with 
! beets.” 
William Caesar of Treble had raised 
beets in Michigan for sev en y ears be­ 
fore coming to Indiana. 
He said that 
the rainy season of last y ear did not 
giv e a fair test of the Indiana soil, y et 
he found his new land better fitted for 
the crop than the farm he had left in 
Michigan. 
Ev en with last y ear’s rainy 
weather he av eraged thirteen tons of 
beets to the acre and looked for from 
fifteen to twenty in the coming season. 
He p lanted fourteen acres last y ear 
and this sp ring will p lant forty . 
“ I know from actual ex p erience.” he 
said, “that a farmer can harv est from 
twenty -fiv e to thirty bushels more oats 
p er acre on the land he has sown to 
beets than he could before growing 
them.” 
L. A. Thomas of Monroe, who was 
growing beets for the second time last 
y ear, said that his beet crop had drop ­ 
p ed from twenty tons to the acre to 
elev en on account of the unfav orable 
weather, but that he felt he had made 
a big p rofit notwithstanding. The oats 
which he p lanted on his former beet 
land y ielded double the amount ho had 
been accustomed to harv est because of 
the added fertility of the soil p roduced 
by beet cultiv ation.

SUGAR BEET INDUSTRY. 


W a g e s an d P ric e s of Beets M u c h H i g h ­ 
er In the U n ite d States. 
The difference between the condi­ 
tions under which beet sugar is p roduc­ 
ed in the United States and Europ e is 
strikingly shown by u rejx >rt just p ub­ 
lished as a United States senate doc­ 
ument. 
Summarizing 117 rep orts from 
v arious Europ ean countries, this docu 
meut shows that 65 cents a day was 
the highest rate earned by men work­ 
ing in the Europ ean !>eet fields, while 
46 cents was the av erage rate. 
In all 
the Europ ean countries, howev er, the 
greater p art of the field labor is done 
by women and children at wages rang 
ing from 10 cents a day for children 
in Russia to 30 cents a day for women 
in Denmark. 
To these p oor laborers 
the $2.60 a day . which rep resents the 
av erage earnings of field workers In 
the United States, must ap p ear a 
p rincely Income. 
Among the factory workers engaged 
in beet sugar p roduction the difference 
is equally striking. 
The men working 
in the factories of the great Europ ean 
sugar making countries, France and 
Germany , receiv e an av erage daily 
wage of 84 cents, according to official 
figures p ublished by their own gov ern­ 
ments. 
The av erage American wage 
for emp loy ees in the beet sugar facto­ 
ries. $2.9 9 a day , is more than three 
times as great. 
Likewise the farmers who grow the 
beets in Europ e receiv e only $4 to 
$4.50 a ton for their crop s, although 
they p ay four to fiv e times as much 
rent for their land as the American 
farmer does. 
While these figures serv e to show 
why it is that Europ e can p roduce sug­ 
ar cheap er than the United States, it 
is an interesting fact that the only 
imp ortant country of Europ e where 
the p eop le are able to buy sugar 
cheap er than in the United States is 
England. 
Ev en in England the p rice 
p aid for the sugar most generally used 
is as high as the p rices p aid here. On 
the whole, the lot of an American sugar 
beet grower or worker must be consid­ 
ered p referable to that of his Euro­ 
p ean comp etitor. 


PITTSBURGH HAS 
BIG FLOOD LOSS 


Exciting Scenes Occur In Streets 


of Gity. 


MANY FAMILIES MAROONED. 


R o ot C ro p E v e r y F o u rth Year. 
Few persons realize that a large por­ 
tion of Germany is but a sandy plain 
and her enormous crop y ields due to 
the fact that for each three acres of 
cereals grown her farmers raise one 
acre of hoed crops, thus producing a 
root crop on each field ev ery fourth 
y ear. 
They grow sugar beets wher­ 
ev er possible and are the greatest pro­ 
ducers of this v egetable in the world. 
In sections where there are no fac­ 
tories to which they can set] their sugar 
beets they grow beets or other root 
crops and feed them to stock.

Pittsburgh recently suffered millions 
of dollars damage as the result of the 
greatest flood in the p ast forty -sev en 
y ears of its history . 
Thousands of 
men and women hav e been thrown out 
of emp loy ment, homes hav e been inun­ 
dated and wrecked, and altogether 
great suffering in many directions has 
been the result. Ex cessiv e rains in the 
mountains, swelling the riv ers, caused 
the flood. 
Intersp ersing the details and inci­ 
dents of hardship many ludicrous re­ 
p orts relating to the fun that accom­ 
p anied the high water’s rush up on the 
city hav e been made. 
Pittsburgh citi­ 
zens, like the dwellers iu other great 
cities where disasters hav e come, are 
p ossessed of hop eful qualities. 
They 
make the best of their misfortunes. 


R o w b o a t s U se d In Streets. 
For instance, when the water began 
to sweep down their main streets the 
p eop le merely hauled out all the old 
rowboats they could get and became 
ablebodied seamen. 
Many Venetian 
scenes hav e been p ictured by the cam­ 
era at different p oints about the city . 
The flood also swep t down with a 
certain degree of damage up on Mc­ 
Kees Rocks, Wheeling, East Liv erp ool 
and Cincinnati. 
About 20,000 schoolbooks, most of 
them in ex cellent condition, p urchased 
by the tax p ay ers of Pittsburgh for the 
education of their children at a cost of 
from $10.000 to $15,000, p ractically 
were ruined and were all but afloat in 
the basement of a p ublic school. 
The box es containing these v aluable 
v olumes are v ery big and heav y , so 
they were not ex actly tumbling around 
like educational houseboats, but they 
were “getting theirs” just the same. 
Loose books in scores dotted the rip ­ 
p ling, still rising p ool. 
Sev eral of the 
smaller box es rose to the occasion and 
the surface and meandered slowly 
about among the gigantic sp ecimens in 
whose comp any they hav e been off the 
job so long, as though sightseeing. 


T h r illin g Rescues. 
Conditions in nearby boroughs were 
about the same as in Pittsburgh. Two 
thrilling rescues were made at the 
small bridge which crosses Street’s 
run, connecting Ilay s borough with 
Homestead. But for the timely arriv al 
of emp loy ees of the Second av enue 
div ision of the Pittsburgh Railway s 
comp any these two p ersons p robably 
would hav e been drowned. Street cars 
from Hay s borough could not cross 
the bridge, as the water of the creek 
was two feet ov er the walk of the 
bridge. 
The two p ersons who fell in 
were try ing to follow the ex amp le of 
hundreds of p ersons who were walk­ 
ing across the railing of the bridge. 
The first to receiv e a cold p lunge 
was Tony Vallia of Rand Station. 
He 
fell into the water, but managed to 
hang on to the girder of the bridge, 
where he was rescued by street ear 
men. Miss Nellie Allen, aged six teen, of 
Hay s, attemp ted to cross the bridge in 
a similar manner, and she also took 
a cold p lunge. 
Friends rescued her. 
Fearing that liv es might be lost by 
p ersons try ing to cross the bridge, the 
railway s comp any secured 
a 
large 
wagon, drawn by four horses, and cart­ 
ed the p eop le across the flooded bridge. 


S ch o o l C lo se d — B o y s U se R a fts. 
At Millv ale there were no sessions in 
the First ward school for a few7 day s, 
as the building was entirely surrounded 
by water, and it was imp ossible to 
get the p up ils and the teachers to the 
building. 
The children didn’t seem to 
mind it in the least, as many of the 
boy s imp rov ised rafts and enjoy ed 
themselv es by p addling around the 
school building. 
With ov er 1,400 men thrown out of 
emp loy ment and many business houses 
and homes inundated, the flood in Etna 
and Sharp sburg ex acted heav y toll. 
Sev eral hundred families were ma­ 
rooned in their homes, the water about 
them ranging in dep th from sev eral 
inches to four feet. 
Business in both 
of the boroughs was at a standstill. 
There 
was 
considerable 
suffering 
among the flood v ictims. 
Many fam­ 
ilies were confined to their homes, 
completely surrounded by water, with 
but a scant food supply , while some 
were without any fires, the supply of 
coal and wood, which was laid in 
when the water began to rise, becom­ 
ing ex hausted. 
The gas supply was 
low, and some of the portions of the 
towns were without any . 
Street car serv ice in both Sharpsburg 
and Etna was badly crippled. 
Residents 
of 
Etna 
are 
suffering 
most. 
Hundreds of homes in low dis­ 
tricts were flooded, the families being 
forced to the second stories of their 
homes. The high stage in the Allegheny 
riv er caused I’ine creek to ov erflow its 
banks. 
Slowly the waters began to 
rise. 
The f>eople had sufficient warn- 
ing of the approaching stage to remov e 
their household goods. 
Cherry and 
Sy camore streets were all underwater, 
and the homes in these districts were 
all flooded.
